Belle Glade is а step closer this week toward tho go- 
ahead on the City's 2.75 million dollar program to improve its 
water supply and extend sanitary sewers to 90 per cent of 
our residents. 

City Manager Tevis Huguely announced papers were 
filed Tuesday afternoon, and a Circuit Court hearing on 
validation of a bond issue to finance the project set for 
June 23 at 2 p. m. 

A court fight is not likely since the city will pay off 
bends with revenues from water and sewer service charges, 
which removes the issue of a tax increase. 

About $600,000 of the bond money will be channeled into 
improving Belle Glade's water system, which includes a new 
water supply area in the Lake. 

It is expected work will get underway on the long- 
planned project this summer. according to Mayor LeBron 
Williams.
